Security cut 
from hospital

Didsbury’s hospital will lx* getting by without in-house 
security next spring as part of Alberta Health Service’s 
ongoing attempts to cut costs. 

The move to eliminate two full-time guard positions from 
the Didsbury Hospital comes after a provincewide compar¬ 
ison of security services. 

The medical superboard found that 40 per cent of its hos¬ 
pitals were making do without protective services while 
others had more personnel than was needed. 

“What we’re trying to do is create a better balance of 
resources across the province...so rural type sites that 
never had protective services before, get access,” said Tom 
Weeks, Alberta Health Service’s director of protective serv¬ 
ices and parking. 

Beginning April 1, the province will adopt a new model 
that will mix peace officers with contract workers in many 
of Alberta’s urban centres and send out mobile patrol units 
to rural communities. 

Didsbury and 38 hospitals similar in size will be using the 
mobile model, which will give centres twice-weekly 
patrols. Nine of those hospitals will have in-house security 
cut, while the rest have always done without. 

Weeks said AHS assumes if 30 hospitals with high vol¬ 
umes of patients have gotten by without physical interior 
enee, so will the rest. He is confident there will be no addi¬ 
tional risk for Albertans. 

The new model will also collapse seven regional dispatch 
centres to make way for a mega dispatch in Edmonton. 

Two hundred positions are expected to be lost, with 100 
of those absorbed by contract workers. The hospital secu¬ 
rity force will l>e reduced by 00 people or 20 per cent over¬ 
all, Weeks said. 

He could not say how much money will be saved by mov¬ 
ing protective services to a contractor because the position 
hasn't yet gone to tender. 

Guy Smith, president of the Alberta Union of Provincitil 
Employees, said the plan doesn’t make any sense. 

“(Alberta Health Services) is doing this on the basis that 
it will save money but we have seen contract work before 
and it winds up costlier and less effective," Smith said. 

Four years ago, Calgary experienced high turnover with 
its contract staff and created a full in-house security team 
as a result. 

Last week, the union planned protests at four Calgary 
hospitals but cancelled them because of the extreme cold. 
Smith instead set up an information table at Foothills 
Medical Centre and encouraged rural hospitals, like 
Didsbury, to do similar protests. 

On Monday, 50 staff from the Didsbury Hospital wore red 
armbands in protest of the loss of security. Their fear is that 
other services will soon lie contracted out. 

“We are not sure w here they will go next to make signifi¬ 
cant cuts to the budget and we’re worried,” said Sherry 
Tschritter, an AUPK chair for general support staff in 
Didsbury. 

“Our hospital is understaffed as it is...we need more to 
run the hospital efficiently, not less.” 

Alberta Health Services said by no means are layoffs or 
moves to contract employees a trend - though the union 
expects this is just the beginning. 

“Then' is no doubt about it. Alberta Health Services will 
be looking at other areas to contract out," Smith said. 
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Balance exercises help seniors prevent falls 


Bui at the end of the 10-week period, lliey iill showed 
marked improvement. Initially six of eight seniors were at 
high risk of falling and by the end of the session, not one 
was at risk and all had shown a 14 per cent improvement. 

In another test, which lookcnl at how fast a senior could 
rise out of a chair, 11 per cent showed progress from initial 
testing. 

Ninety-three-year-old George Wilkins said he noticed 
“quite a bit of improvement.” 

Last April, he came to the lodge in a wheelchair, 
after falling and breaking his pelvis and several ribs. 
Not a man to sit long, he followed a series of exercises 
designed by Bowman and eventually moved from chair 
to walker. 

He had hoped the balance class would allow him to cast 
away walking aids ;ill together. 

"This was a good program. I certainly came a long ways, 
but I am not without this yet,” he said, pointing to the walk¬ 
er a few f«H't in front of him. 

He hopes that will change and uses balance exercises in 
his room each morning. 

Virginia Meyer, manager of the fall prevention program 
with Alberta Health Services Calgary, said this niral pro¬ 
gram is good news and wishes more like it could be offered 
consistently across the Calgiiry zone. 

“A lot of times a clinician will sis* a senior who’s had a fall 
or two and knows the benefit of group exercise for balance 
and strengthening.. .but there are not enough places to refer 
seniors to,” she said. 

Meyer said too often seniors keep quiet about falls, think¬ 
ing it will Ik- seen as the last straw to living independently. 

“It’s unfortunate, but if we can get the message out there 
that falls are entirely preventable then they could do some¬ 
thing about the risk,” she said. 

The province’s health zones started creating fall preven¬ 
tion strategies like balance programs in 2003 for home care 
and acute facilities but eventually Alberta Health Services 
would like to develop a provincewide program. 
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By the time baby boomers reach their stumbling prime, 
Aspen Ridge I/slge will have perfected its balance program. 

Therapist Brandee Bowman designed the lodge’s first bal- 
iuice progr.un to help residents ward off falls. 

Tlie project - Steady as 11 Go - has had such a high success 
rate, she is now considering branching the program out into 
the general community. 

"Balance and strengthening Ls a huge movement right 
now in fall prevention,” Bowman said. 

"We heard that Allierta Health Services is going to look at 
a provincial strategy and thought we’d lie proactive on this.” 

Falls hap|>en to one in three seniors living in the commu¬ 
nity and cause 90 per cent of hip fractures. 

In 2000, the Alberta Centre for Injury Control and 
Research reported that nearly 7,000 hospital admissions 
and 19,000 emergency visits were because of a tumble. 

“Falls are huge.. .and I think people are very much aware 
of that, but what people don’t always know is that falls are 
preventable. ’Hiis program is proof of that.” 

Bowman took eight seniors aged 70 to 93 into her pilot 
program, who wanted to walk without fear of falling. They 
had lost muscle mass and strength, their gait was more shuf¬ 
fle than stride and they had poor posture - all affecting the 
way they moved. 

Beginning September 21, they were introduced to a three- 
part program. It had them listening to lectures about what 
leads to falls, performing exercises and completing an 
obstacle course that included rising out of a chair and step¬ 
ping over a series of pool noodles. 

It wasn’t easy, Bowman said. 

Her seniors had to let go of their canes and walkers and 
lift their feet over the short noodles or walk with their eyes 
on the wall instead of on their feet. 

The program was breaking habits and it frustrated her 
participants.

Municipal government 
is Big Government’ on 
the Prairies

leaders meet each other and provincial governments 
might prompt the odd protest but municipal activities 
seldom make front page headlines. 

That's all the more unfortunate considering how 
much municipal government is responsible for and the 
level of variation in their performances across Canada. 

In 2008 the average Canadian municipality took in 
$4,971 of revenue per household. It also managed 
$18,228 worth of capital assets (mainly infrastructure 
like roads and sewers), backed by $1,963 of long-term 
debt for each of those households, which each paid 
$102 in interest charges. When put beside household 
balance sheets, these figures start to bring the econom¬ 
ic significance of local government into perspective. 

If you're in favour of bigger government, municipali¬ 
ties in the three Prairie provinces compare favourably 
to these national averages. The comparative figures 
for the average Prairie municipality are $7,301 of rev¬ 
enue, $25,121 of recorded capital assets, and $3,613 of 
long-term debt serviced at an interest cost of $173 per 
household. 

Perhaps the biggest difference between Prairie 
municipalities and others is the quality of reporting 
that citizens can expect when it comes to finance and 
service performance. In my review of 75 municipali¬ 
ties across Canada, four out of the top 10 were from 
Alberta. 

Saskatchewan municipalities report reasonably, 
notwithstanding the fact that their annual reports 
don't contain the value of their capital assets, putting 
them behind the first step towards first class capital 
asset management. 

As with most governments, municipalities are a nat¬ 
ural monopoly, where a single provider is generally the 
most efficient market structure. The implication is 
“consumers" - meaning the people who pay taxes and 
user fees and use roads, garbage collection, and recre¬ 
ational sendees — don't have the same level of choice 
in who provides these essential services as they would 
in a competitive market. 

In the absence of real, competitive pressure, it is 
important that municipalities help residents under¬ 
stand what services are being provided and at what 
cost with numerical performance targets and actual 
performance achievements that are linked to areas of 
expenditure. For example, residents of Prince George 
can see that emergency services dispatch has a target 
of notifying the appropriate service within 60 seconds 
of receiving a call 90 per cent of the time. Comparisons 
with performance targets and prior years' performance 
are the best substitute that residents can have for the 
absent option of shopping somewhere else for their 
municipal services. 

In competitive industries, competition forces all pro¬ 
ducers to reach a standard in order to remain viable. 
Alas, there is little competition in the municipal sector. 
The vast range of difference in performance and even 
the way that performance is reported on suggest that 
the natural monopoly status of municipalities has left 
considerable efficiency gains on the table. 

Taken together, Canada's municipalities represent a 
roughly $65 billion per year industry, or about one dol¬ 
lar in 20 of GDI 1 . At five per cent of GDP, a 20 per cent 
increase in the productivity of municipal government 
would add a full percentage point to the national 
wealth. With these figures in mind, it might be time for 
some rioters elsewhere to focus their attention closer 
to home on city hall, and ask their municipality to fol¬ 
low the example set by most Western Canadian munic¬ 
ipalities in 2008.

We still have the same results and 
the scenario repeats. The same car 
pileups that have plagued this 
stretch of highway for many, many 
winters will continue for many, 
many more years. But don't look 
for any further improvement in the 
future. After all, that road was all 
fixed up just last summer. 

In my mind, the boys in charge of 
all these dollars for this improve¬ 
ment project have a lot of explain¬ 
ing to do.

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Family gears up for sled race circuit

Twelve dogs hitched to the sled line were bucking and 
barking wildly, eager to take off on the hard-packed trail. 

The only thing keeping the sled steady while tniisher 
Rick Wannamaker climbed into position was a cord 
attached to his truck - and the truck was trembling under 
the dogs' pulling power. 

When he loosed tin 1 line the canines were off, running 
hard out of the holding yard into lot) acres of snow-cov¬ 
ered prairie farm. 

And the farther the sled was carried, the more silent the 
afternoon air became. The only sounds were the soft 
pounding of paws against snow and the gentle commands 
of Wannamaker as he led his dogs for miles into the coun- 
t rv. 

It was the first time in weeks that Wannamaker, a two- 
time Canadian Challenge champion, was able to take bis 
dogs on a run. The blizzard that ravaged Didsbury two 
weeks ago, covered his outdoor dog kennel. He and bis 
family spent days digging the canines out. 

“We spent 30 hours shovelling where we should have 
been training with dogs... we are behind,” he said. 

With 26 new dogs learning the ropes and less training 
time, Wannamaker isn’t sure how well he will compete 
this year. It will be a challenge, he said. 

He has eight remaining veterans in the kennels after 
selling three hist season that bad become too old to race 
- or so he’d thought. 

The new owner took the canines to the lditarod, the 
ultimate distance race through the Alaskan wild. 

"We weren’t ready to do a challenge like that but our 
dogs had the opportunity to go...and they did wonderful¬ 
ly," Wannamaker said. 

The team didn't make it to the finish line, however. They 
quit St) miles before the end because the musher’s dogs 
had become too skinny. 

"Taking care of your dogs is one of the most important 
things. We don’t use whips or spurs...the dogs run 
because they want to, so you have to keep them happy,” 
he said. 

"And these dogs weren’t happy. He had to stop.” 

The Wannamaker family has been training dogs and rac¬ 
ing sleds since l!)i*4, w hen Rick suggested the sport as a 
way to spend time as a family. 

"At first they thought 1 was nuts,” he said of his wife and 
two daughters. 

Though they weren't skeptics for long. 

The family bought their first four dogs and trained with 
mushers in Water Valley; 15 years later they are still at the 
winter sport. 

Dena, Wannamaker’s wife, said the sport requires a lot 
of work but it also helps the family unwind after a day of 
work. It's just them and the dogs and the dogs demand all 
of their attention.

Unlike her husband, Dena prefers sprint races like the 
Bootleg Sled Dog Race in Kimberley, B.C, where she usu¬ 
ally finishes in the top three. 

But this year she will go the distance. The duo has reg¬ 
istered to do the Seeley Race 200 together in Montana, 
Jan 15. It w ill be her first 200-mile adventure. 

“I don’t know about this,” she said of the race. 

"I kind of find the longer races boring and. . .I am not a 
big fan of sleep deprivation,” she said. 

The race is about as tough as the 400 mile Canadian 
Challenge, Rick added. Mushers usually have help pack¬ 
ing gear but this jaunt is unassisted. 

The duo and their daughter, Rachel, also plan to attend 
Flathead Sled Dog Days in Whitefish, Montana Jan 0 and 
10 and could go to either the Canadian Challenge or the 
Race to the Sky 

It depends on how much training the Wannamakers are 
able to get in with their dogs. 

But no matter what the condition of their canines - or 
how many races they register for - the family will make 
time to compete in the annual Rosebud Run Sled Dog 
Classic in Didsbury, January 30 and 31. 

“It’s amazing that there is a race here...there are not too 
many in Alberta anymore," Dena said.

Organizers hope the laid- 
back affair draws in experi¬ 
enced and amateur mushers, 
who want to give their dogs 
experience in a race situa¬ 
tion. 

It will fall on the start of 


the race circuit, so dogs will 
be trained but will not have 
experience racing this sea¬ 
son. The mush rush is an 
opportunity to put them in a 
competit ive situation. 

“It’s ajust-for-fun event so 
it doesn't matter how well 
(the dogs) do,” Windsor said. 

He said the two-heat event, 
which starts at 0 am., should 
extend the use of the trail.

Friday morning testing out 
the track with her two dogs 
and said although the snow 
is deep in spots the trail was 
a good run. She is looking 
forward to using it for tin* 
mush rush. 

“I think it’s groat that they 
are doing this second 
event...its just for fun and 
anyone can go,” she said. 

“I am not sure |>eople real¬ 
ize how lucky we are to have 


something like this here.” 

Tills Is the first year Byiers 
is participating in dog-|K>w- 
erod sport events, including 
the Rosebud Sled Dog 
Classic January 30 and 31. 

Her son left Ills racing dogs 
at home when he left for col¬ 
lege, so she's pickl'd up ski¬ 
joring and sledding. Rick 
Wannamaker has Ixx'it her 
mentor. 

“I am a novice so I know I 
won’t win, but I want to try 


it,” she said. 

The longer race at the end 
of January is expected to 
draw at least 200 spectators 
and anywhere from 30 to 50 
mushers from across the 
continent. 

It Is the only Alliertan sled 
dog race with a prize purse - 
about $5,600 for six classes - 
and has gained some notori¬ 
ety among sprint mushers. 

“This is THE event in 
Allx'ila ;uid it’s hosted right 
here in Didsbury,” Windsor 
said. 

“And it’s gn>at for s|xx-ta- 
tors. Most racers you six' the 
dogs go into the bush anti 
then don’t see them again 
until they come out to the 
finish line. At the staging 
area here you can six' the 
whole six miles." 

The Rosebud Sled Dog 
Classic has broken away 
from the Chamber of 
Commerce for its fifth annu¬ 
al race, so it can explore 
more activities than what 
they could do under the orig¬ 
inal policies. 

“We want to do clinics and 
adopt a charity to give our 
proeetxls to and we couldn’t 
do that when we wen 1 with 
the chamlier," Windsor said. 

“People will lx* seeing 
more events from this jxiint 
on, beginning w ith the mush 
rush.”
